A COLLEGE principal 
has called on a council 
to apply political 
pressure to reverse an 
“injustice” done to 
students over changes to 
grade boundaries in this 
summer’s GCSEs. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr of 
Newmarket College was 
invited to a town council 
committee meeting on 
Monday where members 
were set to discuss the 
performance of the Exning 
Road school. 

Dr Cadwalladr told 
councillors he could “pin 
down precisely” 53 cases in 
English, maths and science 
where students got Ds 
instead of the Cs they 
would have received had

the grade boundaries 
remained the same as in 
January or last year. 

He said: “This is 
politically inspired, it’s 
politically motivated and it 
has had an impact on our 
young people, your young 
people, the young people of 
Newmarket.” 

He said the councillors 
represent these young 
people, have a political 
position and the only

solution to the problem will 
be political. He asked them: 
“What can you do to put 
that political pressure on to 
undo the injustice, to put 
right the unfairness that has 
taken place this summer?”

maths this summer 
whereas the govern¬ 
ment target is 40 per 
cent. 

Dr Cadwalladr 
previously told the 
News the college 
would have met the 
benchmark had the 
boundaries remained 
the same, but not 
reaching it gave the 
Secretary of State for 
Education, Michael 
Gove, power to 
intervene at the 
college, introducing 
potential for 

turbulence at the 
school which would 
not otherwise have 
been there. 

Dr Cadwalladr said 
what had taken place 
amounted to a 
“politically inspired 
swindle”. He said: 
“What can you do as a 
town council, local 
democracy, to support, 
to promote, to cherish 
your school, the only 
secondary school in 
the town?” 

He said he was 
proud of the school, its 
staff and students and 
urged councillors to 
come and see the 
college for themselves. 

Cllr Joy Uney said: 
“We should all be 
working together and 
we should be working 
for the betterment of 
our children and to 
look on the positive 
and not on the 
negative and I 
welcome a visit to the 
college.” 

Councillors will 
have a chance to visit 
the college before the 
full council meeting 
later in the month.

Old pool site 
is an eyesore, 
say town 
councillors

NEWMARKET’S 
former swimming 
pool site is an 
eyesore and should 
be blocked from 
view, say town 
councillors. 

They decided this 
week to write to Forest 
Heath District Council 
requesting that it asks 
the owners of the High 
Street site to replace 
the metal fence with a 
solid one. 

Isabelle Barrett, 
town clerk at the 
council, said: “It 
doesn’t really give the 
right impression of 
entering our beautiful 
town so the council 
really want to try and 
minimise that.” 

Town councillors 
voiced no objections to 
the proposal to 
demolish the pool 
made by owners Unex 
Group which was 
submitted in late 
spring 2011 provided 
the site was left in a 
“presentable state”, 
cleared and safely 
secured. 

Cllr John Berry told 
the News : “It’s a lot 
less smart than it 
would be if there was a 


solid barrier across. 

“The town council’s 
intention when we had 
approved the 

demolition of the 
swimming pool was 
that the area was 
securely fenced off, not 
just for health and 
safety but also the 
aesthetic appearance. 

“At the moment, 
although the first is 
covered the second 
isn’t.” 

He said the council 
wants the town to look 
smart and cared for 
rather than unkempt 
and rundown. 

Forest Heath District 
Council told the Unex 
Group they did not 
need their prior 
approval for the work. 


Stephen Walsh, a 
director at the Unex 
Group, said they did 
not have plans to put 
up a solid fence. 

He said: “At the 
moment, it’s a 
development site and 
we have got a planning 
application in on the 
site and I suppose it’s 
questionable whether 
it’s better to have a 
solid fence or 
effectively a view over 
the open area.” 

The site forms part 
of the area bounded by 
High Street, Rowley 
Drive and Black Bear 
Lane. The Unex Group 
has applied for 
permission to develop 
the site and build an 
Asda store and hotel.

MILLIONAIRES Bar will 
learn today whether it can 
stay open later throughout 
the week. 

A Forest Heath District 
Council committee is set to 
make a decision at a 
meeting on the Newmarket 
nightspot’s bid to stay open 
until 2am from Sundays to 
Thursdays and until 4am 
on Fridays and Saturdays. 

The High Street bar is 
also asking for permission 
to sell alcohol until 1.30am 
during the week and until 
3am at weekends as part of 
its application to vary its 
premises licence. 

The bar’s current licence 
allows it to stay open until 


lam at weekends and until 
12.10am in the week. 

A Newmarket Town 
Council committee has 
objected to the bid on the 
basis that the increase in 
hours could trigger a rise in 
crime, as well as an in¬ 
crease in noise and litter. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst and 
Cllr Rachel Hood will 
represent the council at the 
hearing. 

The bar told the News last 
month they had been 
opening until 4am on 
Saturdays in recent weeks 
as a dry run and said they 
had not seen a negative 
impact. 


FINES totalling more than 
£10,000 have been handed 
out to people not wearing a 
seatbelt on county roads. 

A week-long push crack¬ 
down saw Suffolk Police’s 
roads policing unit check 
drivers and passengers in 
support of a European 
Traffic Police Network 
(TISPOL) seatbelt enforce¬ 
ment campaign held last 
month. 

The Suffolk-wide cam¬ 
paign saw 177 fixed penalty 
notices handed out, with 
174 given because of an 
adult not wearing a seatbelt 
and the remainder in 
relation to a child, with 
culprits incurring a mini¬ 


mum of an instant £60 fine. 

It coincided with an 
operation to tackle law¬ 
breaking lorry drivers, 
which saw police patrol the 
All, A14 and A12 in 
Suffolk and Norfolk in an 
unmarked truck. 

Sgt Paul Ward of the 
casualty reduction team 
said: “Last year we saw four 
fatalities in Suffolk where 
the driver or passenger was 
not wearing a seatbelt and 
their importance should not 
be underestimated. Even on 
the shortest trips and at low 
speeds wearing a seatbelt 
vastly reduces the likeli¬ 
hood of being seriously 
injured or even killed.”

Respray 
on bins 
for blades 

KNIFE amnesty bins will be 
painted bright yellow in a bid 
to encourage the public to 
give up their blades. 

Suffolk Police’s Bin a Blade 
scheme saw 6,125 knives 
deposited anonymously into 
mobile and permanent bins 
in Mildenhall, Bury St 
Edmunds, Ipswich and 
Lowestoft in 2011. 

So far this year, 96 knives 
have been handed in to 
Mildenhall Police. 

The police are working 
with anti-knife campaigner 
Holly Watson and other 
partners to raise public 
awareness about the con¬ 
sequences of carrying a knife. 

Chief Constable Simon Ash 
said they have chosen to 
paint the bins yellow so they 
stand out. 

He said: “We are very 
grateful to our partners in 
supporting the ongoing 
amnesty and allowing the 
bins to be resprayed as at the 
moment they are in different 
colours and conditions.” 

The permanent bins were 
removed for spray painting 
on Tuesday so anyone 
wishing to dispose of a knife 
can take it to their local 
police station until the bins 
are reinstated. 

Suffolk Police received 
1,640 knives in their amnesty 
bins so far this year.

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Plans announced 
for homes and 
community base 


A COMMUNITY centre 
and 20 homes could be 
built in part on public 
open space in Milden- 
hall. 

Planning permission is 
being sought to build the 
dwellings on a roughly 1.24- 
acre site at the end of St 
John’s Close which currently 
contains a car park, open 
space and a closed comm¬ 
unity centre which would be 
knocked down and replaced. 

Eighteen of the homes 
would be affordable and any 
profit made from the rental 
of the remaining two would 
help fund the running of the 
community centre. 

A statement submitted on 
behalf of applicants Orbit 
Housing said: “Forest Heath 
District Council made the 
decision to close the existing 
community centre due to 
rising operating and main¬ 
tenance costs making it no

longer financially viable. 
The area of public open 
space adjacent was also 
deemed by the council to be 
underutilised and surplus to 
need. The council therefore 
took the decision to dispose 
of the site for the devel¬ 
opment of much needed 
affordable housing. 

“These proposals will not 
only provide the affordable 
housing but will also provide 
a replacement community 
centre that otherwise would 
not have been possible.” 

It said the community 
centre was meant to be used 
“by small groups to meet 
local needs” rather than for 
things expected to generate 
excessive noise. 

The statement by The 
Design Partnership said it 
would be normal for money 
to be put towards providing 


public open space for a 
project of this size but this 
would make the develop¬ 
ment unviable and the local 
authority said it would 
waive the contribution 
because of the public bene¬ 
fits the scheme represented. 

The homes would have 
two parking spaces each, 
there would be three visitors’ 
spaces and the community 
centre would have eight. The 
existing car park would be 
kept, as well as the shop 
next to the site and its car 
park. 

The statement said: “These 
proposals make better use of 
an area of redundant local 
authority land to provide 20 
much needed affordable 
homes for local people, and 
provide a new community 
centre together with supp¬ 
orting the running costs.” 

Forest Heath councillors 
will make a decision on the 
proposal at a later date.

College’s sports plans 
face opposition again

A BID to improve and put a 
fence around sports facilities at 
Newmarket College has been 
opposed again by councillors. 

Newmarket Town Council objected 
on the grounds that it would mean a 
loss of open space for the wider 
community, at a meeting last week. 

The council’s development and 
planning committee had 
recommended an objection when they 
met in early September and the 
authority also opposed the plans when 
they were first proposed earlier in the 
year. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, who retired as 
assistant principal at the college at the 
end of last term, said: “It seems to me 
that it’s very blinkered not to see that 
this is an opportunity to improve the 
sports facilities for the young people of 
this town.” 

The proposals for an artificial pitch, 
new grass pitches, new changing 
rooms and the refurbishment of tennis 
courts into a multi-use games area on 
land at the college were revisited by 
councillors after being submitted with 
amendments including the removal of 


floodlighting and the redesign of the 
changing rooms. 

Cllr Rachel Hood said: “It was made 
very clear at the meeting where there 
was a long discussion that this is a 
public open space and the plan is to 
have the ability to close if off from the 
public. That’s a completely adequate 
reason for rejecting this application 
and that’s why I believe we voted it 
down on two occasions.” 

The fenced site would be accessible 
to the community, apart from when 
the school is using the facilities. 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere said: “It’s not 
that we don’t want the young people to 
play, of course we do, we want them to 
enjoy all sorts of sports, but not for it 
to be fenced off.” 

The college development would be 
funded by Cllr George Lambton, owner 


of the George Lambton Playing Fields, 
if planning permission is given to both 
the college application and the bid to 
build a Sainsbury’s on the playing 
fields. 

But Cllr Bill Sadler said it was 
important to consider the college’s 
application on its own. 

“It’s not related to George Lambton 
Playing Fields, it’s not related to 
anything else; this is an application 
which we have to consider on its own 
merits and nothing else,” he said. 

Funding for the college application, 
which is being brought jointly by 
George Lambton and Suffolk County 
Council, could be sought elsewhere if 
the playing fields bid is turned down. 

Forest Heath District Council will 
make a decision on both applications 
at a later date.

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Rail users urged 
to express views

PASSENGERS are 
being asked how rail 
travel and train 
stations across the 
county can be 
improved. 

Suffolk County Council 
is urging people to say 
what would make 
stations, journeys and the 
way passengers buy 
tickets better during the 
consultation which is 
closing at 5pm on Friday, 
October 19. 

Comments made will 
inform the county’s rail 
investment plan and as 
part of the council’s 
response to the govern¬ 
ment on the new 15-year 
rail franchise. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, 
cabinet member for roads 
and transport at Suffolk 
County Council, said the 
county had been up 
against an “inadequate” 
service and “neglected” 
stations for too long. 

He said: “This is an 
opportunity for Suffolk 
rail passengers and 
businesses to tell us, the 
government and transport 


operators what really 
matters to them. 

“For too long Suffolk 
has had to contend with 
an inadequate rail service 
and neglected stations. 

“If the government is 
expecting rail passengers 
to face additional hikes in 
the cost of rail travel then 
they must be prepared to 
listen and provide the 
funding for the improve¬ 
ments Suffolk’s rail 
passengers need.” 

Volunteers from rail- 
user groups Railfuture 
East Anglia and the Mid 
Anglia Rail Passengers’ 
Assocation (Marpa) 
surveyed and slammed 
the facilities at New¬ 
market train station a year 
ago. 

Representatives of the 
groups as well as of 
Greater Anglia and three 
councils paid a site visit 
to the station in spring, 
following which the train 
operator said it would 
assess with the parties 
concerned what could be 
done to improve the 


station and associated 


Peter Wakefield of 
Railfuture East Anglia 
said: “The platform has 
been extended to take the 
longer three-coach trains 
but I’m sure there is more 
work to do as per our 
original call for action.” 

He highlighted why it 
was important for people 
to take part in the 
consultation. 

Mr Wakefield added: 
“It’s everybody’s railway 
and everybody has got an 
entitlement to make a 
comment, and if they 
don’t make a comment 
their voice will be lost. 
It’s very important, I 
think. 

“It’s all part of the 
democratic process and 
councils are much more 
involved with what 
people want now, it’s 
much better than it used 
to be so we are very 
pleased to see this sort of 
thing happening.”

New chapter for group 


A GROUP for dementia sufferers and 
their carers has been re-launched in 
Burwell.

Racing staff given 
gym time at club 


A GYM for racing staff complete 
with racehorse simulators will be 
installed at a Newmarket club. 

Work on putting the gym - to be 
known as Race Fit - into the New 
Astley Club will start in January and it 
will feature a treatment room for 
members to access physiotherapy as 
well as fitness equipment and the 
simulators. 

Funds for the development expected 
to open in the summer have been 
donated largely by Betfair as well as by 
The EBM Trust. The club, a charity, 
said the money will allow them to 
develop the building into a 
community, sports and social centre. 

Matt Mancini, community 
development director at the club in 
Fred Archer Way, said: “We are very 
grateful to Betfair for the incredibly 
kind donation and to the EBM Trust for 
their continued support. This facility 
will make a positive impact on many

people’s lives and the centre will 
become a community hub for 
Newmarket as a whole. 

“We have plans to offer youth 
services and family support alongside 
a fitness and rehabilitation gym, sports 
lounge, snooker room and sports hall. 
The centre will have a re-launch when 
the building work is complete which 
will include new toilet facilities, 
changing rooms and first floor office 
space to house other local charities in 
the future.” 

The development will be the second 
phase of the building project following 
the transformation of the downstairs 
bar into a sports lounge, which is open 
to everyone, earlier this year. 

The Hon. Peter Stanley, chairman of 
the club, said it was “yet another 
wonderful commitment” by the 


bookmaker to support racing staff. 

He said: “The New Astley Club 
should become Newmarket’s very own 
racing centre with first class facilities 
for all. 

“The first port of call for those in 
need and the ultimate community 
centre for leisure facilities, sporting 
events run under Tattersalls 
sponsorship in 2013, healthy food and 
so much more.” 

Martin Cruddace, of Betfair, said: 
“One of the most important groups of 
people in racing is the lads and lasses 
who ride out every day, and Betfair is 
thrilled to be supporting an initiative 
which seeks to recognise and support 
their hard work.

■ 80 per cent said they 
would recommend all the 
stalls at the current market. 

■ 92 per cent said they 
felt the market could be 
improved by encouraging 
more stalls, 94 per cent by 
a wider variety of stalls, 78 
per cent said a better 
quality of produce, 36 per 
cent said financial 
inducements and 8 per 
cent said by moving the 
market to another site in 
Newmarket. 

■ 10 per cent said they had 
seen the markets advertised 
and 98 per cent said it 
would help bring people into 
Newmarket if it had a strong 
and well-advertised market.

NEWMARKET deserves 
better, the town has said 
in a market survey 
carried out in the News. 

Every respondent to the 
questionnaire printed in the 
paper in August said the 
town warrants a better 
market than that currently 
provided and they also said 
they felt the market was 
being neglected. 

Almost 93 per cent of 
those who filled in the 
questionnaire said the 
demise of the market was an 
issue that would influence 
their vote at elections. 

Traders had called on 
people to take part in the 
survey which Andy Neal, 
who runs the mobility stall 
at the market, said he hoped 
would shape the market for 
years to come and give the 
people what they want. 

He said: “I will pass those 
results to all the councillors 
so when they have a council 
meeting and markets are 
discussed, they are actually 
aware what the public of 
Newmarket want and how 
they would like to see their 



market developed. So, for 
instance, if they want to 
have a themed market down 
there every week with a 
different theme, they are 
aware of that and they have 
something to work toward 
rather than having to second 
guess what the public want.” 

Everyone who took part 
said a strong and well- 
advertised market would 
help bring people into 
Newmarket and 10.9 per 
cent of those said they had 
seen the market advertised 
or promoted, excluding the 
promotion of any specific 
stall. 

People were also asked to 
say which of five options 


they thought could improve 
the market and encouraging 
more stalls to turn out 
received the support of 74.5 
per cent of respondents. 

Bringing a wider variety of 
stalls in was an option 69 per 
cent of people thought could 
improve the attraction, 30.9 
per cent said they thought 
moving the market to 
another site in the town 
could and another 3.6 per 
cent thought the latter option 
might. 

Six out of the 55 people 
who took part said they 
thought a better quality of 
produce could improve the 
market while 10 said 
financial inducements could.

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How writing is keeping 
me out of the darkness

Peter Dean, 49, has had schizophrenia and depression for many years. At his lowest 
point, he tried to kill himself by drinking weed killer and swallowing every pill in the 
house. But with the right medication - and after finding an outlet in creative writing - he 
is managing to control it. He tells his story. 


ERHAPS I was 
always going to 
be susceptible to 
mental illness, as my 
mother suffered from 
schizophrenia and 
depression during her 
lifetime. She was 
very ill, very frail and 
nervous, and 
frightened even of 
going in the car. 

Growing up in 
Shelford, the middle of 
three boys, some of my 
earliest memories are of 
visiting mum at the 
psychiatric hospital in 
Fulbourn. They had a 
billiard table there, and I 
can remember being 
about 5, throwing the 
billiard balls around with 
my brothers. 

My dad never really 
spoke to us about it. I 
knew mum was in 
hospital, but I didn’t 
know what she had, or 
what it entailed, until I 
was in my teens - and 
even then I didn’t really 
know what schizo¬ 
phrenia was. People 
always associate it with 
murderers, but mum 


wasn’t like that - she 
wouldn’t hurt anybody, 
apart from herself. Her 
treatment included 
electric shock therapy, 
something I’m glad I 
never had to have. 

My first experience of 
depression was in the 
1980s, when I was in my 
20s. I was a researcher 
for a company that was 
developing evening 
primrose for the medical 
market, and I’d been 
working incredibly hard. 

It all became too much: 
I’d go to the pub at 
lunchtime and have a 
couple of drinks just to 
cope. Eventually I lost 
my job, and following 
that I had a nervous 
breakdown. But I went to 
Mind in Chelmsford, 
where I lived at the time, 
for help - and they were 
very good at supporting 
me and giving me advice. 

The onset of schizo¬ 
phrenia happened 10 
years later. I was working 
hard, and also studying 
in the evenings. Again, it 
all became too much: the 
over-exertion, lack of 
sleep and general 
tiredness caused me to 


hear psychotic voices in 
my head. 

I remember thinking 
that the radio and 
television were talking to 
me directly. Once I heard 
an interview with Sting, 
the musician, and 
thought he was talking to 
me, one-to-one. 

Over time, the voices 
told me I was insign¬ 
ificant and useless - and 
that I should kill myself. 
As with my mum, during 
my illness I never 
wanted to harm anyone 
apart from myself. And 
this is what I attempted. 

One night, I took a 
bottle of garden weed 
killer and drank some of 
it. I then hunted down 
and ate any pills in the 
house I could find. I 
don’t know if I truly 
meant to kill myself - I 
think it was a cry for 
help, but I didn’t really 
know what I was doing. 

At the time I was living 
with my dad, and he 
found me. I told him 
what I’d done and he 
rushed me to 
Addenbrooke’s, where 
they pumped my 
stomach. 


I was lucky that I 
survived. 

From there I was sent 
to Fulbourn, the same 
hospital where my mum 
had spent so much time 
during my childhood. I 
was allowed to rest and 
was prescribed 
chlorpromazine, a drug 
that makes you sleep and 
eliminates the voices. I 
seem to have been 
drowsy for the three 
months I spent in 
hospital. 

When I was getting 
better, near to Christmas 
in 1995,1 was allowed to 
go for walks around the 
hospital grounds. But 
although the voices had 
gone, I was still ill and 
depressed. 

One day I went to 
Cherry Hinton pharmacy 
and bought some aspirin 
and, when I got back to 
the hospital, ate all the 
pills from the packet. 
Later that evening I had 
to go and get medication 
from the hospital staff, 
but I couldn’t walk or 
stand up properly - they 
thought I was drunk, and 
sent me to bed. That was 
the lowest ebb of my

hospitalisation. 

After I was discharged, 
at the end of 1995, my 
medication was changed 
to a Depixol depot jab, 
once a month. 

Thankfully this has 
meant that, as far as 
schizophrenia is 
concerned, Fve been fine 
ever since. 

Feeling like a new 
person, I decided to go 
back to studying and did 
a degree in biological 
sciences at what’s now 
Anglia Ruskin 
University, graduating in 
2001. 

It was quite an 
achievement for me: I 
was a mature student 
and found studying hard 
work, but I enjoyed 
mixing with other 
students of all ages. We 
went on field trips to 
nature reserves and the 
coast to see seals and 
bird colonies. I enjoyed it 
all. 

I soon found work but, 
when my mother died of 
pneumonia in 2004,1 
had another bout of 
depression that caused 
me to leave my job. I 
found I just couldn’t go 
to work: I’d get in the car 
and drive there, but then 
have to come home. On 
one occasion I spent the 
whole morning just 
sitting in a field in 
Grantchester Meadows. 
All I could think was T 
can’t do this’. It was a 
black wall. 

Again I sought help: I 
had counselling and was 


prescribed anti¬ 
depressants. But I didn’t 
like the pills and didn’t 
take them for long. 
Instead, I took up 
creative writing as a 
therapy. I went to writing 
classes and started to 
compose poems and 
stories. 

Since childhood, I’ve 
always loved writing. I 
was good at history at 
school, and came top of 
the class for my essays. 
For English I only got a 
C, but I did enjoy writing 
creatively. 

To begin with, I wrote 
about mum and the 
family, but from there 
I’ve written all sorts of 
things - things that I 
didn’t even think I knew 
anything about, but that 
were in my head 
somewhere. What was 
my therapy soon became 
my hobby. 

My self-esteem was at 
rock bottom, but when I 
managed to get some 
poems published in the 
Cambridge News Poetry 
Corner, I gradually 
became more and more 
secure in myself. It was 
great. 

I have now had more 
than a hundred poems 
published in the News. 
And slowly, over a 
matter of years, my self¬ 
esteem has returned and 
my depression has lifted. 
I guess I didn’t suffer 
from a chronic bipolar 
condition: maybe it was 
just grief? 

As well as the poetry, I 


have had short stories 
published in Dream 
Catcher, Take a Break 
and Dandelion Arts 
Magazine. I have also 
written for the web, and 
had my film reviews 
featured on a Cambridge 
website. 

Today, I live with my 
dad, who’s 80, and I lead 
a normal life. I have a job 
as an examination 
marker and, although I 
work hard, I know my 
limits. Luckily, I am no 
longer afflicted with 
psychotic voices: I go to 
my GP for my jab once a 
month, and I write down 
ideas for poems, stories 
and other projects as 
they occur to me. 

I can now talk openly 
about my experiences of 
mental illness, and it’s 
not all bad news. 

There can be light at 
the end of the tunnel, 
and drugs are only part 
of the answer: for 
someone in a similar 
situation, I’d definitely 
recommend doing a 
creative art - whether it’s 
pottery, painting or even 
gardening. It’s so good to 
have something else as a 
focus. 

Looking to the future, I 
hope to get more stories 
published, along with 
other poetry and articles. 
I don’t think I’ll make 
much money - if any 
(mm writing, but it is 
something I enjoy and it 
keeps me sane. 

It has been my 
Godsend.

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Council set for rethink 


CONCERN over the lack of 
consultation before a dec¬ 
ision on concessionary travel 
for elderly and disabled 
people in Suffolk is forcing 
its reconsideration by 
councillors. 

Suffolk County Council’s

Drug pusher pays with jail term 


A MAN caught with Class A 
drugs has been sent to prison. 

Nicholas Barker, 23, pleaded 
guilty to the supply of the 
heroin at Newmarket on July 8 
in a hearing at Ipswich Crown 
Court last Friday. 

Richard Scott, prosecuting, 
said police had called at 
Barker’s home regarding an 


unconnected matter and heard 
the toilet being flushed as they 
arrived. 

The court heard Barker, of 
Howard De Walden Way, 
Newmarket, was arrested and 
interviewed, initially denying 
any involvement with drugs. 
He then told officers he had 
been forced into it by a lodger 


to pay for his own drug habit. 

Jailing him for 16 months, 
Judge David Goodin told 
Barker: “Pushing class A drugs 
can lead to deprivation, human 
degradation or something 
worse. It can feed other crimes 
such as street crime and 
prostitution. It must be dealt 
with severely.”

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We're talking revolution 


S EAN O’Casey’s 
final instalment 
of the Dublin 
Trilogy, The Plough 
and the Stars, is being 
brought to Cambridge 
Arts Theatre this 
autumn by Ireland’s 
national theatre, the 
Abbey Theatre, as a 
part of a limited Irish 
and UK tour. 

It follows the residents 
of a Dublin tenement 
shelter and the violence 
that sweeps through the 
city’s streets. On the eve of 
the 1916 Easter Rising, 
Jack and Nora Clitheroe 


are “like two turtle doves, 
always billing and cooing”, 
much to the ridicule of 
their bustling neighbours. 

However, their 
relationship is put to the 
test when Jack is called to 
fight for his country. This 
will be a revolution that 
will shape a country’s 
future but what kind of 
Ireland awaits them? 
Regarded as Ireland’s most 
famous playwright, 
O’Casey is considered as 
the first to write about the 
working class. 

As a communist, 
O’Casey left his job as a 
labourer to write numerous 
plays about the revolution 


of Ireland. In 1926, 
O’Casey’s masterpiece 
The Plough and the Stars 
premiered at the Abbey 
Theatre amid riots and 
complaints from audiences 
who rejected its 
interpretation of recent 
history. Since then, the

Turning Japanese 


T HE beauty and 
poetry of the 
snowbound 

landscapes and pastimes 
of Japan are being 
explored at the 
Fitzwilliam Museum in 
Cambridge in an 
exhibition of stunning 
woodblock prints which 
is sure to get you excited 
about the coming of our 
own winter. 

With snow a regular feature 
of life in Japan - where winds 
from Siberia blow clouds onto 
the central mountain ranges, 
resulting in half the country 
turning white each winter - 
Japanese artists have long 
responded to the beauty of a 
world changed by frozen 
forms and stilled by a blanket 
of snow. 

This selection of prints by 
artists such as Hokusai and 
Hiroshige includes stories 
from poetry and myth of 


journeys, ambushes and 
skirmishes in the snow, 
children throwing snowballs 
and building snow-rabbits and 
the stillness of people indoors 
gazing out at the unbroken 
spell of freshly frozen snow. 

As well as providing 
inspiration for literature and 
art, the long, cold months also 
offer the ideal time to create it. 
The very whiteness of the 
paper in the exhibition - which 
creates the purity of the snow 
in the images - was created by 
snowmelt, when mulberry 
fibres were bleached in the 
mountains of Snow Country. 

Snow Country is also 
famously the title of a 
wonderfully poetic novel and 
short story by Yasunari 
Kawabata (the first Japanese 
writer to win the Nobel prize 
for literature in 1968).

YOU’RE never too old in 
Hollywood for a big screen 
renaissance. 

At the tender age of 56, Irish actor 
Liam Neeson unexpectedly 
reinvigorated his career as a tough- 
talking action man in the testosterone- 
fuelled thriller Taken. 

It was a film that gained a cult 
following for its wanton brutality, 
outrageous set pieces and the 
unstinting determination of the lead 
character, who famously promised 
kidnappers holding his daughter: “I will 
find you, and I will kill you”. 

True to his word, former CIA field 
operative Bryan Mills punched, kicked 
and shot every bad guy within a 10- 
mile radius of Paris. 


Now the ‘old’ man with the fists of 
fury returns in Taken 2, which 
dispatches the same characters to 
Istanbul for another explosive game of 
cat and mouse. 

Mills (Neeson) continues to be 
protective of his daughter Kim (Maggie 
Grace), who he rescued from Albanian 
kidnappers and returned home safely to 


her mother Lenore (Famke Janssen). 

When Lenore’s current partner 
storms out, Bryan suggests his ex-wife 
and daughter join him in Turkey for a 
few days of sight-seeing and relaxation. 

But little does the former agent 
realise that Murad (Rade Serbedzija), 
the father of one of the Albanian brutes 
he killed in the first film, has amassed a 


small army to abduct and torture Bryan 
and his loved ones. 

Director Olivier Megaton delivers 
more slam-bang thrills than the first 
instalment, embracing the 
preposterousness of a centrepiece car 
sequence which sees the hero’s 
daughter, who has failed her driving 
test, perform high-speed manoeuvres 
through the winding streets of the 
bustling Turkish metropolis. 

Taken 2 is a film that doesn’t take 
itself seriously, from the protracted set¬ 
up about Kim’s inability to parallel park 
to her transformation into a gun-toting 
chip off the old block. 

Neeson growls his lines with suitable 
menace, physically suffering for his 
low-brow art as he is beaten to a 
bloody pulp while protecting his loved 
ones.

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Blazing the trail for autumn

A RICH tapestry of colour 
should be enveloping 
our landscape over the 
next few weeks as leaves turn 
golden, orange and even red, 
thanks to a massive growth of 
foliage during the wet 
summer followed by cold 
nights. 

The trees and other plants which 
will be providing us with 
magnificent hues include the maple 
and Japanese maple, native oak 
trees, Nyssa sinensis and Parrotia 
persica (Persian ironwood). The 
winter-flowering cherry, stag's horn 
sumach, sorbus (wild mountain 
ash) and varieties of cornus can also 
paint a palette of vivid colours. 

Following a wet summer, the 
recent warm weather has resulted 
in the production of lots of 
chlorophyll and increased sugar 
levels in trees. When the night-time 
temperature falls, it sends a 
message to the tree to stop growing 
and then the leaves will start 


turning, breaking down the 
chlorophyll to reveal autumnal 
pigments in shades of red, orange 
and yellow. 

Venturing out on autumn walks 
may give you inspiration to grow 
some colourful specimens in your 
own garden. Maple, vine and 
mahonia leaves offer shades of red, 
while sedum flowerheads provide 
subtle russet tones which will stay 
on the plant well into winter. 

In larger gardens use trees 
carefully so that their rich hues are 
a highlight rather than just a small 
part of an extremely busy planting 
scheme. Keep green as your main 
colour in the garden, as if you cram 
it with coloured foliage it can be far 
from restful. 

Some trees take on more refined, 


subtle shades, such as yellow birch 
(Betula alleghaniensis) with its 
beautiful buttery yellow foliage, or 
the common beech (Fagus 
sylvatica), which turns a glorious 
shade of copper. 

If you are going to plant a maple, 
avoid planting it in windy, exposed 
sites as its fragile leaves will be 
shredded. The best time to plant is 
autumn, when the soil is still warm, 
to give the trees time to establish 
before winter sets in. 

Maples thrive in well-drained soil 
enriched with some well-rotted 
garden compost and will do well in 
full sun or dappled shape, and are 
ideal growing in the gentle shade of 
larger trees, provided their planting 
hole isn’t completely swamped with 
the roots of the larger specimen.

Dig in leafmould to give the tree a 
boost. They shouldn’t need much 
pruning, just snip out any dead 
shoot tips as the buds begin to open 
in spring. 

Here are five of the best trees 
which you shouldn’t be without in 
autumn: 

■ Cornus kousa ‘Satom’: This 
amazing flowering dogwood offers 
something for every season. In 
autumn the leaves turn fiery red 
and orange, while large, deep-pink, 
star-shaped bracts appear in late 
spring. It also bears strawberry-like 
fruits in late summer that continue 
into winter. 

■ Nyssa sinensis: The deciduous 
leaves on the Chinese tupelo 
provide a wide array of autumn 
colours, from mellow yellows to 


fiery reds. It thrives in acid soil and 
you’ll need to give it plenty of room 
as it grows up to 10m (30ft) in 
height and width. 

■ Sorbus x ‘Joseph Rock’: This 
popular small tree was introduced 
to the west after it was found in 
China in the early 20th century by 
the famed plant hunter, Joseph 
Rock. This Chinese mountain ash 
has cool green, feather-like leaves 
which turn fabulous shades of 
blood red in autumn before falling. 
Its stunning autumn colour is 
complimented by large clusters of 
bright yellow fruit. 

■ Euonymus europaeus ‘Red 
Cascade’: Seen either as a shrub or 
trained as a small tree, this form of 
our native hedgerow spindle boasts 
a combination of bright red autumn 
foliage, turning purple as it ages, 
which colours at the same time as 
its generous crops of red and 
orange fruits. It's an adaptable 
plant, happy in most reasonable 
soils in sun or light shade and 
growing to 3m (10ft). 

■ Katsura (Cercidiphyllum 
japonicum): The heart-shaped 
green leaves of this dainty 
woodland tree turn to rich colours 
of yellow, orange and red leaves in 
autumn and produce the sweet 
scent of caramel or candyfloss as 
they fall. This tree, which works well 
as a stand-alone specimen, should 
be planted in soil enriched with 
organic matter in a sheltered spot, 
as the coppery young leaves are 
prone to spring frost damage.

THE team behind a 
supercar powered by 
energy from wind 
turbines believe they 
have smashed the UK 
land-speed record for 
an electric car. 

The Nemesis, driven by 
Nick Ponting, 21, hit 
148.7mph during a run 
at Elvington airfield, 
near York, last week 
(pictured above). 

This breaks the record 
of 137mph set by Don 
Wales, the grandson of 
speed ace Sir Malcolm 
Campbell, 10 years ago. 
But the achievement 
still needs to be ratified 
by the Motor Sports 
Association before the 
record can be officially 
declared. 

The makers of the 
Nemesis say it is the 
first electric supercar to 
be built in the UK and 
they hope it will "smash 
the stereotype" of 
electric-powered cars as 
boring and slow. 

It is the brainchild of 
Dale Vince, founder of 
green electricity 
company Ecotricity, of 
Stroud, Gloucestershire. 
"We built the Nemesis 
to smash the stereotype 


of electric cars as 
something Noddy would 
drive - slow, boring, not 
cool," Vince says. 

He added that the 
Nemesis is powered 
entirely by electricity 
generated by 
Ecotricity's network of 
53 wind turbines 
around the UK. 

It was designed and 
built in less than two 
years by a team of 
leading British 
motorsport engineers in 
Norfolk. 

The car began life as a 
second-hand Lotus 
Exige bought on eBay 
and rebuilt from the 
ground up. 

Vince said he wanted to 
stimulate a debate 
about how everyone will 
move around when the 
world runs out of oil. 

He said the Nemesis is 
capable of 0-1 OOmph in 
8.5 seconds and, on 
paper, is capable of 
topping 200mph. 

The Nemesis can travel 
from 100-150 miles 
between charges, 
depending on driving 
style, and can be 
charged from empty in 
less than 30 minutes.

Ponting, who lives in 
Gloucester and works 
for an estate agency in 
Stroud, has had many 
years of experience 
racing a range of cars 
since his early teens.

Last summer Mr Wales 
attempted to break his 
own record but ran into 
trouble on the beach at 
Pendine Sands in 
Carmarthenshire.

THE hierarchy of the 
global motor show 
circuit is one of those 
curious phenomenons 
that can’t really be 
explained, writes Matt 
Joy. 

As far as the European 
motor industry goes, 
Geneva - with its almost 
total absence of domestic 
car makers and a particular 
fondness for amazingly 
efficient public transport - 
is the top dog, even though 
the country in which it 
takes place is small in 
comparison. 

The same goes for the US 
shows, where the

Right now the 
automotive circus has 
moved to Paris, which by 
any measure should make 
it one of the most style- 
packed shows of the year.

Wigan said: “He had a temperature this 
morning, they took some blood tests and his 
blood wasn’t right. 

“Considering how close we are to the race, 
we cannot consider running him.” 

Nathaniel’s defection is another big blow to 
this year’s Arc after last season’s winner 
Danedream was withdrawn on Tuesday 
morning when her stables at Cologne 
racecourse were placed into quarantine on 
Monday. 

Dual Oaks winner and Snow Fairy was also 
taken out of the race at the weekend, suffering 
from a leg injury which has ruled her out of 
the rest of the season. 

However, Sir Michael Stoute’s Sea Moon is 
a likely runner. The four-year-old was last 
seen finishing fifth when sent off favourite for 
the King George VI And Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes at Ascot in July but was only beaten a 
little over two lengths. 

Connections expect Ryan Moore to be in 
the saddle although his comeback date has 
yet to be confirmed. 

■ Marcus Tregoning could not believe his 
luck after Bronze Angel swooped late to claim 
the Betfred Cambridgeshire at Newmarket 
on Saturday. 

Last of the 35 declared horses to be 
guaranteed a run, the 9-4 chance collared Mull 
Of Killough late on to give Tregoning his 
biggest prize for some time.

No end gain 
for Jarvis 

OLIVER Jarvis endured a 
frustrating end to his season in a 
disappointing conclusion to the 
final GT1 Championship race 
at Donington. 

A retirement from Saturday's 
qualifying race and a lowly 
seventh place in yesterday's 
championship race were not the 
results the Newmarket driver 
wanted to sign off with following 
a hectic and largely successful 
campaign where he finished third 
at the Le Mans 24 hours. 

But after an encouraging start at 
the opening race of the GT1 
Championship in Nogaro, France, 
the rest of the campaign has been 
one of frustration and not even a 
home crowd, and a return to a 
former favourite circuit from his 
days in F3 could turn the tide for 
Jarvis and co-driver Frank Stippler. 

Having crashed out of Saturday's 
qualifying race he did his best to 
make amends the following day. 

Starting from ninth on the grid in 
the WRT Audi R8 LMS ultra, 

Jarvis moved up one position and 
after the race was restarted 
following a red flag, he moved 
into sixth. 

He handed over to Stipper on lap 
16 but a lengthy pit stop resulted 
in them losing three places. 

After a crash involving 
championship contenders 
Markus Winkelhock in the 
Mercedes and Yelmer Buurmann 
in the BMW - which resulted in 
the former taking the title with 
Basseng - the race was red 
flagged for a final time after 27 
laps with Jarvis and Stippler 
seventh. 


And Bust stuck on for third. Tregoning said: 
“It’s very exciting to have pulled it off. To say 
we’d laid him out for it wouldn’t be completely 
true, but the horse had to have a break and 
this looked a good chance for him.” 

Connections of Rosdhu Queen are open to 
what once would have seemed an unlikely 
challenge in next year’s 1000 Guineas 
following her plucky success in the Jaguar 
Cars Cheveley Park Stakes. 


The hardy filly is now unbeaten in four 
starts, graduating to Listed and then Group 
Two honours in the Lowther Stakes. 

William Haggas’ man for the big occasion, 
Johnny Murtagh, quickly kicked Rosdhu 
Queen (4-1) into the lead, despite a sloppy 
start, and that was the position she maintained 
throughout, even if she looked at many points 
as if she would be swallowed by the 
chasing pack. 


“Whether or not she’s a Guineas filly I don’t 
know, but why not?" said Haggas. “She’s a 
good, tough, genuine filly.” 

Elusive Kate is reported to be none the 
worse after losing a shoe when narrowly 
defeated in the Sun Chariot Stakes. The John 
Gosden-trained filly stumbled badly coming 
out of the stalls, which was when connections 
assumed the three-year-old lost her plate. 

She was only beaten three-quarters of a 
length by French raider Siyourna. 

The equine colossus that is Frankel 
somewhat overshadowed proceedings on the 
Rowley Mile when he powered through a 
racecourse gallop before racing. 

Sir Henry Cecil’s superstar, officially the 
best racehorse in the world, is due to end his 
glittering career in the QIPCO Champion 
Stakes at Ascot on October 20. 

Connections decided to recreate race 
conditions by parading him in the paddock 
before he galloped over one mile and a furlong 
alongside stable companions Specific Gravity 
and his half-brother Bullet Train. 

Frankel’s popularity has reached such 
heights there were barely any vantage points 
left in the paddock before the exercise. 

■ Vow is likely to return from a midsummer 
break in the Prix de Royallieu at Longchamp 
on Saturday. 

Trainer William Haggas has given the 
high-class filly plenty of time to recover from a 
disappointing run in the Ribblesdale Stakes at 
Royal Ascot in June. 

She is also entered in Saturday’s TRM 
Severals Stakes at Newmarket (first race 
1.40pm), but that is a back-up option should 
the heavens open in Paris. 

■ David Simcock has his sights set on the 
Betfred Cesarewitch with Montaser and hopes 
he will make the cut for the big handicap at 
Newmarket on October 13. 

He is one of three co-favourites for the 
two-and-a-quarter-mile marathon on the 10-1 
mark with Ladbrokes.

MICHAEL Caine celebrated an incredible title 
triumph in the British GT Championship after a 
thrilling finale at Donington Park on Sunday. 

The drivers’ title that had seemed a mere pipe dream 
just a few weeks ago was suddenly a reality as a 
delighted Caine crossed the line in his Porsche 997 
GT3R following an incident-packed two-hour race. 

The Newmarket-based driver took the chequered flag 
in fourth but with the first two positions going to guest 
pairings Zak Brown and Alvaro Parente, and Peter Kox 
and Nico Pronk, the Motorbase duo took the points for 
second place to take them to the top of the standings. 

“To win the championship is great, it’s fantastic,” said 
an ecstatic Caine. “It’s great for the team and for the car. 
Motorbase put so much effort in. I owe them a 
championship just for the effort (team boss) Dave 
Bartrum has put into my racing. To put on the side of 
the truck British GT champions is pretty good.” 

Caine and co-driver Daniele Perfetti showed good pace 
throughout the year but remarkably, their title triumph 
comes despite them not winning a race all season. Five 
podium visits showed great consistency and that 
ultimately proved decisive. 

Starting the day in fifth place in the standings and 
eighth on the grid meant Caine and Perfetti were likely 
to need some good fortune in the two-hour race if they 
were to finish the day on top - an unlikely scenario 
given the misfortune they had suffered this season. 

But Perfetti was second after lap five and he 
eventually handed over to Caine after 36 laps in a 


promising fifth. The leading Nissan 
driven by Alex Buncombe and Jann 
Mardenborough looked certain to take 
the win, and the title, until rear 
suspension damage took them out of 
the running. 

That put Caine and Perfetti on top of 
the standings but a spell behind the 
safety car changed things again, bringing 
the MTech Ferrari of Matt Griffin and 
Duncan Cameron and the BMW of Alasdair 
McCaig and Oliver Bryant into the equation. 

The final twist came on lap 64 when Bryant dived 
up the inside of Griffin, sending him into a spin and 
forcing him out. A stop-go penalty for Bryant ended the 
BMW’s hopes and left Caine free to bring the car home 
behind the first points-scoring United Autosports 
McLaren of Matt Bell, to take the title. 

His celebrations were somewhat delayed as he 
revealed a problem with his earphones meant he did not 
know he had won the championship until he crossed 
the line when he saw the pit crew celebrating. 

“When the safety car came out that was the only time I 
could hear the guys on the radio,” he added. 

“The noise of the engine was drowning out the radio 
so something went wrong with the earphones. I had no 
clue where we were in the championship or what was 
going on. As I crossed the line the guys were leaning 
over the side and I was like ‘so that could be quite good 
news then’.” 
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
